consulting the Central Apprenticeship Council, the Central Government hereby makes the following rules ftirther to amend the 
Apprenticeship Rules, 1991, namely :—. 


1. (1) These rules may be called the Apprenticeship (Amendment) Rules, 1994. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the official gazette. 

2. In the Apprenticeship Rules, 1991. 

(i) In rule 7, under the heading Group No, 8, at item 3. for the words “Watch and Clock Repairer’’ the words “Mechanic Watch 
and Clock" shall be substituted, 

(ii) in Schedule 1 to sub-rule (i) of rule 3, for serial number 35 and entries relating there to the following shall be substituted, namely:—
